His popular vote is 
the largest ever given a presidential 
candidate. It is estimated today at

and more than three times the 


McKinley plurality in ;89C. In ?S96 
McKinley's popular plurality was 601,- 
834, and in 1900 was 349,790.

lie cut down to about 8,800 or less, but 
the plurality for Roosnveit will be 
about 31.000. The legislature seems to 
be about 39 Republican on joint Da:- 
lot.

tion in Colorado still is in a tangle to- 
day, but there now is reason 
to be- 


lieve that Arams Dem, is elected gov- 
ernor hy about 7,000. Roosevelt elec-

£0,000. The returns are still very In- 
complete not 60 per cent of the vote 
being counted. Denver is Democratic 
by 4,000. Republicans today generally 
admit the election of Adams.

But Roosevelt is Given 


343 Electoral Votes. 


Missouri Placed in Republican Column 


(or President— The Figures 


Here Given. 


New York, Nov. "10.—With the elec- 


tion returns still incomplete, the plur- 
ality of President Roosevelt in the 
nation, according to all indications, 
will exceed 
1,500,000, the greatest 


plurality ever given an American can- 
didate. The nearest approach to this 
rote was in 1896, when McKlnley re 
ceived a plurality approximating 850,- 
000, and in 1872, when Grant received 
762,991 plurality. Interest centers in 
Missouri and Maryland. Late returns 
indicate that the former state is in 
the Republican column so far as pres- 
idential electors are concerned, but 
that Joseph W. Folk, the Democratic 
candidate, has been elected governor. 
In Maryland the presidential vote will 
probably be cast for President Roose- 
velt.

Thomas A. Smith (Dem.) has been 
elected to congress in the First dis- 
trict by 450 plurality. 


The New York city returns are still 


incomplete, but the amazement over 
the result has not subsided.

NEBRASKA 


Complete Returns 
Required to Tell 


Wro Has Been Elected Governor 


There. 


Omaha, Neb., Nov. 10. — Complete 


returns will be required to determine 
who is elected governor of Nebraska. 
Outside of governor, however, the Re- 
publicans have made a clean sweep on 
national, state, congressional and leg- 
islative tickets. For governor both 
Bides exhibit figures which they say 
will substantiate their claims for the 
electon of their respective candidates. 
President Roosevelt carried the state 
by probably 75,000. Only two con- 
gressional districts, the Second and 
Third, were at any time in doubt, and 
the latest figures place them in the 
Republican 
column, thus 
giving a 


solid Republican delegation from Ne- 
braska. 
The legislative returns are 


still quite incomplete, but from fig- 
ures available it is reasonably certain 
that both houses of the legislature 
•will be clearly Republican. The So- 
cialist vote was a complete surprise 
and affected the -local tickets to a 
large extent, the greater defection to 
their ranks coming from the Demo- 
crats. 


WISCONSIN. 


Milwaukee, Nov. 10.—The result of 


the election in Wisconsin shows that 
Roosevelt ran ahead of every ticket 
and carried the state by a plurality 
estimated at between 60,000 and 75,- 
000; 
that Governor LaFoHette has 


been re-elected by a plurality of about 
50,000, and that the 
congressional 


complexion remains unchanged from 
two years ago. The legislature, which 
is to elect a United States senator to 
succeed Joseph V. Quarles, is largely 
Republican. One of the surprises in 
the election was the big increase in 
the vote of the .Social Democratic 
party. 
Four years ago that party 


polled 4,458 votes in Milwaukee coun- 
ty; two years ago 10,704, and in this 
election 18,120. 
The Social 
Demo- 


crats elected four assemblymen and 
one senator to the legislature. 


COLORADO. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 10.—Roosevelt1* 


n, Colorado taa_ been in 


creased by later returns and may run 
above 15,000. Republicans and Demo- 
crats claim the election of governor 
and congressman-at-large, and tha 
Republicans will contest the state 
election on the ground of frauds in 
Denver. On the face of nearly com- 
plete returns Adams-has carried Den- 
ver county by 4,500 plurality, and ha 
appears to have a safe lead over Pea- 
body-without this county.

ery county in the state. Chairman 
Dick today issued a bulletin estimat- 
ing the Republican plurality in Ohio

Columbus, Nov. 10. — The Republi- 


can state executive committee has 
complete reports from every coun- 
ty in Ohio, either unofficial footings or 
returns and estimates by the county 
committees. 
The latest footings of 


these figures put Roosevelt 210,435 
ahead of Parker in Ohio, with official 
returns as received steadily increas- 
ing these figures.. .The Republicans 
carried 70 counties, eight more than 
Herrick had; the Democrats carried 
18 counties.

It is noted that the largest Repub- 


lican gains came from the mining and 
laboring districts, although all the 88 
counties showed such gains except 
Pike county, which had a Democratic 
gain of 26. 


The Republicans gained three con- 


gressmen by carrying all of the con- 
gressional districts except the Fourth, 
in which Harvey C. Garber was re- 
elected by 1,600, or less than one-third 
the usual Democratic plurality of that 
district. The only close contest in the 
state was the 
election of Dawes 


(Rep.) over Schneider (Dem.) in the 
Fifteenth 
congressional 
district, 


which gave Roosevelt over 8.000 plur- 
ality and Dawes only 200. The official 
count is awaited with interest in the 
Fifteenth district, which, as consti- 
tuted now, was never lost by the Re- 
publicans. Dawes secured the nomi- 
nation after a bitter contest, after 
which his opponents for the nomina- 
tion carried the fight to the polls.

Jud^e Parker's statement in full 


follows: 


"To the Democracy of the Nation: 


Our thanks are due to the members 
of the National Committee and to the 
Executive Committee in charge of the 
campaign for most unselfish, capable 
and brilliant party service. All that 
it was possible for men to do they did, 
but our difficulty-yas beyond the reach 
oi party managers. 


"I am most 'gS^feful to them and 


wish in this general way to extend my 
thanks to tho woikers. as well as to 
the rank and file all over the country. 
I know how h§rd they struggled 
against overwhelming odds, and I only 
wish I could tain each one by 
the 


band and thank him. 


'"Deeply as I regretted, leaving the 


bench at the tin>e, in the presence of 
overwhelming defeat, I do not lament 
it. I thought it was my duty. In the 
light of my present information I am 
now even more confident that I did 
right. I shall never seek a nomina- 
tion for public office, but I shall, to 
the best.of my ability, serve the par- 
ty that honored me, and through the 
party serve my country. 


"The party has in the near future a 


great mission. Before long the people 
will realize that the tariff-fed trusts 
and illegal combinations are absorbing 
the wealth of the nation. Then they 
will wish to throw cff these leeches, 
but tb.e Republican paity will not aid 
them to do it for its leaders appre- 
ciate too well the uses to which the 
moneys of the trusts can be put in po- 
litical campaigns. 


"When that time comes, and come 


it will, the peorle will turn to the 
Democratic party for relief, and the 
party should be ready—ready with an 
organisation of patriotic citizens cov- 
ering every election district, who are 
•willing to work for the love of the

who are not blind devotees of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt were 
sobered 
when

overwhelming triumph achieved by 
their candidate in the election. 


They adrr.it that the result must be 


regarded as a personal 
triumph for 


the President and that tho effect will 
be to make him the practical dictator 
of the party, to a far greater degree 
than had been the case with any Pres- 
ident of this generation. 


Belief in himself and sfrong-hoartpd- 


ncss have been his 
dominant trait 


through his career, and they have not 
shown any tendency to diminish dur- 
ing tlw three years he has occupier! 
ihe chief magistracy and administered 
the affairs of the Nation, along lines 
supposed to have been marked out by 
his predecessor. 


During this period he has sojght 


boldly and persistently to impress his 
will on the leaders of his party, in and 
out of Congress, and if no has 
not 


£'one to extremes in trying to have 
his own way. his moderation has been 
the result of his ambition to sec-.urp 
the nomination, which he leceived at 
Chicago, and the elecfion which crime 
to hiet on Tuesday, and not of any 
change in his character or loss of 
faith in his o^vn wisdom and states- 
manship. 


Now that 
his 
ambition has been 


achieved under circumstances calcu- 
lated to inflate the vanity of even a 
naturally modest and self-distrustful 
man, what will be the effect on Roose- 
velt? 


This is the question which many 


Republicans, tome of them members 
of the administration, were asking 
themselves and one another in effect 
of greatly tempering tbeir joy over 
the victory. They scent danger ahead. 


When the new congress comes in, 


and Roosevelt finds himself thorough- 
ly entrenched in power, in his own 
right, by one of the largest popular 
majorities ever given a chief magis- 
trate, the leaders fcrses 
an 
epoch 


hulgii'1? with possibilities of perils for 
the party. 
If the Republican majori- 


ty in Congress attempts to assert it- 
pel f, .md resist the dictates of 
tho 


Preident, there will be bickerings and 
quarrels, sure to split the party into 
warring factions. 


The majority proves subservient to 


the President and does his will regard- 
less of their own judgment, and 
the 


desires and interests of thc-ir constit- 
uencies, the final eftect will be equal- 
ly disastrous. 


The latter is the danger that is most 


feared, apparently for the reason that 
the new Congress will ha\c- in it 
a 


largo number of men without expor 
ience in Washington life: and these 
men always prove most susceptible to 
executive influence, 
rallying to 
the 


&;,pport of the President because of 
the patronage they expect to receive 
from him, and by which thty hone to 
hold en to th-3 place they have seenrei 
in Congress., 


The rules of the House are 
such 


that oven with a powerful minority, 
the majority can practically rlo as it 
pleases. But in th<- n»-w Congress the 
minority will be unusually weak, at 
least numerically.

Rome, Nov. 10—A dispatch to

Giornale di Roraa today from Tokyo 
says the bombardment of Port Arthur 
by the Japanese under General Nogl is 
1-roceeding without interruption. The 
preparations, he adds are now on foot 
[or a fresh general assault on tte Rus- 
sian defenses. 


Russians ftejotcs. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 10.—There is 


the greatest rejoicing here at the fail- 
ure of the recent Japanese attacks on 
port Arthur. 
The papers are filled 


with columns of praise, interspersed 
with poems eulogizing the gallant de- 
fense made by General Stoessel and 
the heroic garrison. The firm convic- 
tion prevails here that General Stoes- 
sel will never surrender, and that if 
the fortress falls the garrison will go 
down fighting. According to informa- 
tion received by tho war office 50,000 
Is a low estimate of the Japanese 
losses before Port Arthur, 


Bombardment of Port Arthur. 


Chefoo, 
Nov. 10.—The 
Japanese 


continue to bombard Port Arthur, and 
the shells are falling so incessantly 
that the Russians have practically 
abandoned the repair of the works 
protecting the harbor. Citizen volun- 
teers and the police are now reinforc- 
ing the garrisons of the forts, accord- 
ing to the stories of Chinese arriving 
here, CO of whom left Port Arthur on 
Nov. 
S owing to the high price of food. 


So many men were killed on both 
sides during the last assault that 
many' bodies lay unburied for days, 
and in some instances dogs which had 
been driven from the town assuaged 
their hunger by eating the dead. 


Cause of the Riots. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 10.—The con- 


script and reserve men riots in vari- 
ous parts of Russia are attracting 
much attention. The Novoo Vremya 
attributes the whole evil to vodka, 
pointing out 
that in all countries 


where conscription prevails recruits 
bound for the front consider that they 
have the right to become intoxicated, 
and that, when this is denied them 
they proceed to brr-ak into brandy 
shops. The paper suggonts that the 
sooner the treasury fin'ls another way 
of filling its coffers the better.

A Bone From the Larynx and Some 


Hair of Each Soldier Are 1're- 
merved and Sent Iluuie—Corpxen of 
the Fallen of the Kuemy Interred. 
Their Kelit-m Aluo S:o ed. 


The following are the Japanese army 


> j . 
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tlefield of the wounded and dead, says 
the Brooklyn Citizen: 


The sick and wounded shall be dealt 


with according to the field regulations 
of the army medical service, and the 
killed shall be honored and respected 
according to their rank, whether they 
belong to the imperial army or to the 
enemy. 


As minute an examination as possi- 


ble shall be made from the pocketbook, 
marks on uniform", indeiitification tal- 
ly, etc., as to the full name, rank, posi- 
tion, relatives and regiment of any one 
found dead. 


The corpses of tho-.e belonging to 


the imperial army shall be cremated, 
while those of the enemy shall be in- 
terred, except when contagious aud in- 
fectious diseases are prevalent, when 


l corpse?, even those belonging to the 


enemy, shall be cremated. No burial 
shall be made until death has been 
definitely assured. 


As regards the selection of ground 


for interment, the following provisions 
should be noted: The ground must be 
some distance from any road, town, 
village or garrison and at a distance 
from sources of springs, streams, wells 
or other sources of drinking water. 
The ground must be on high land or 
gentle slopes, and the soil must be 
loose and more or less dry. 


The corpses of those- belonging to tho 


imperial army should be cremated sep- 
arately, and one of the bones (the 
larynx) sent home. AYhen circumstan- 
ces prevent this being done only die 
hair shall be sent home, and the bones 
shall be buried temporarily on the 
lield. When circumstances prevent sep- 
arate cremation the X C. O.'s and pri- 
vates shall be cremated together and 
the hair only sent home. 


Bones of officers, warrant officers 


and senior noncommissioned officers 
should be given separate burial. The 
bones of other ranks should also be 
buried separately, but when circum- 
stances do not permit they may be 
buried together. 'In any case, the 
bones of senior N. C. O.'s and warrant 
officers must be given separate burial. 


In the case of interment of corpses 


belonging to the enemy the following 
provisions 
should 
be noted: 
The 


corpses of officers and senior N. C. O.'s 
should be buried separately. 
The 


corpses of other ranks' should also be 
buried separately or in numbers of less 
than fifty together. 


In every case of ourial the proper 


funeral rites shall be observed and 
shall be conducted by the Shinto or 
Buddhist priests, chaplains or priests 
of any other religion. 


The personal effects of the dead of 


the imperial army shall be packed 
with the bone and hair, addressed with 
full name, rank and regiment of the 
deceased, and the package forwarded 
to the divisional headquarters where 
the deceased was mobilized or to the 
office where the organization of his 
corps took place. 


The name, age. nationality, position, 


rank and regiment of the dead of the 
enemy shall, if known, be entered on 
a list, and the list shall be sent by the 
divisional headquarters or by the offi- 
cer left in command to the prisoners' 
information bureau at Tokyo. Per- 
sonal effects, with the exception of 
arms, horses and maps, shall be pack- 
ed, and the package addressed with 
the full name and rank of the deceased 
and forwarded to the above named 
office.

Due to Attempt 
to he Conservative, 


Says Bryan in a Statement at 


Lincoln. 


Lincoln, 
Neb., "Nov. 10, — Democ- 


racy's defeat is reviewed in a state- 
ment issued by William J. Bryan. He 
states : 


"Judge Parker's defeat was not 


local, but general, the returns from 
the eastern states being as disap- 
pointing as the returns from the west. 
The reorganizers are in complete 
COE- 


campaign and carried it on according 
to their own views, and the verdict 
against their plar. is an unanimous 
one. Surely silver can not be blamed 
for this defeat, for the campaign was 
run on a gold basis. Neither can this 
defeat__be charged to emphatic con- 
demnation of the trusts, for the trusts 
were not assailed as vigorously this 
year as they were four years ago. It 
is evident that the campaign did not 
turn upon the question of imperialism, 
and it is not fair to consider the result 
as a personal victory for the presi- 
dent, although his administration was 
the subject of criticism. 


"The result was due to the fact that 


the Democratic party attempted to be 
conservative in the presence of con- 
ditions which demand radical reme- 
dies. 
It sounded a partial retreat 


when it should have ordered a charge 
along the line. The Democratic party 
can not hope to compete successfully 
with the Republican party for the plu- 
tocratic support. To win the support 
of the plutocratic element of 
the 


country the party would have to be- 
come more plutocratic than the Re- 
publican party, and it could not do 
this without losing several times as 
many votes as that course would win." 


Now that the campaign is over, Mr. 


Bryan says he will assist those who 
desire to put the Democratic army 
once more upon a fighting basis; he 
will assist in organizing for the cam- 
paign of 1908.

REACHING THE NORTH POLE. 


The \>miel STow Being: Built For the 


Trip Will Embody the Re«nlta of 
the Arctic XavlKntor'n Experience. 
A Quick Daah For the Pole. 
Commander Robert E. Peary is cou- 


fideut of being able to reach the north 
pole on his next expedition into the 
far north. He will start next July and 
bases his confidence on the experience 
he has had and the improvements he 
has introduced in the methods of arctic 
tra\ei as a result ol 1113 oLjservauous m 
former expeditions. 
It is less than 


3,000 miles from New York city to the 
north pole. It is not a long journey as 
travel is measured in these days of lim-

ited railroad trains a'ud ocean grey- 
hounds, but no one, as far as known, 
has yet been able to compass the last 
few hundred miles of the trip. It is 
the final 350 miles of 'navigation 
through the ice and then the 500 miles 
of sledding over the ice which make 
the expedition so difficult and which 
have proved to be insuperable obsta- 
cles in the paths of so many intrepid 
explorers in the past. 


Commander Peary hopes this time 


to reach the northern shore of Grant 
Laud in his ship during the first sea- 
son and then to set out on sleds over 
the frozen sea for the final 500 miles 
bf the trip, reach the pole and get 
back to land before the long arctic 
night begins. 
He places much reli- 


ance on his new ship in accomplishing 
this unprecedented feat. 
This ship, 


the hull of which is now being built 
in Maine, at A'erona, will represent the 
latest ideas In arctic navigation and 
will be a vessel of considerable size 
and great strength. The hull and ma- 
chinery will cost about $125,000. 
It 


Is to be a three masted fore and aft 
schooner rigged vessel, propelled by 
steam, but with auxiliary sail power. 
In its construction it reverses the prin- 
ciples heretofore followed in vessels 
for arctic exploration. They have been 
built previously with maximum sailing

capacity and atixiliary steam power to 
enable them to return with the help 
of engines if desired. 
Commnuder 


Peary's ne\v ship will have maximum 
steam power and coal carrying capac- 
ity and only enough sailing equip- 
ment to enable it to get back slowly 
on the return trip. The idea is that 
success in reaching the pole Is most 
likely to be attained through steaming 
as fast as possible through the ice and 
using the engines to drive the vessel 
through the ice pack if necessary, even 
If all the coal has to be consumed. The 
stee! h'i!l of the ve««p! i« to be '•on- 
fitructed so that it will offer the least 
possible resistance to the ice and will 
be pushed up out of the water when 
caught between ice floes. The vessel 
will be 180 feet in length. 


Peary will take the Smith sound 


route in this voyage to the arctic 
regiot}. 
He advocates this route be- 


cause it offers a land base a hundred 
miles nearer to the pole thnn any other. 
The ice pack is also less active on this 
Kmte. 


Peary's new ship will contain two 


deck houses, which will provide quar- 
ters for him, the officers of the ship 
and the members of the scientific staff, 
and will be portable so as to be used &9 
houses on shore.

The barkentine City of Papette arriv- 


ed from Baranoff, and Uie news of this 
remarkable discovery \v;is brought by 
her first mate, Knutc Peterson. 


"Five years in the n-p." said Peter- 


son. "has not madfe a liit of difference 
in his appearance. 
When they found 


him he looked as though asleep, but 
sure enough he wa1- fold in death — 
even more so than tlip ordinary dead 
man. 
They suppose that he lay down 


on the glacier while intoxicated and 
fell asleep and that after lip had frozen 
to death the ice formed over him."

soft soil of the tundra and that bis 
body became covered up and frozen 
with it.

intendent of foreign mails, shows that 
during the last fiscal year 12,058,048 
pounds of mall were dispatched by -sea 
to foreign countries, of which 8,227.391 
was for trans-Atlantic destinations, an 
increase of 10 per cent over the pre- 
vious year.
